Curious Wedding Ring. 


June is the month of roses, love and 
marriages. The marriage symbol changes 
in fashion like most things. Circles of 
gold, platinum, or diamonds, wide and 
marrow, all have their periods of 
popularity. Gypsies wear a plain wide 
silver band, while in the Claddagh district 
of Galway a design of hands holding 
hearts is patterned on the ring. In many 
arts of the country rings are exchanged 
— the wedded couple. 
But a particularly curious wedding ring 
can be seen near Dingle, County Kerry. 
In a district rich in historical interest 
and remains stands the ruin of Kilma- 
keaden Church. The surrounding church- 
yard contains several oghami stones, and 
one, very narrow and standing almost six 
feet high, has a circular hole in it near 
the top, three or four inches in diameter. 
In the very early days a marriage was 
contracted by the man and the woman in- 
serting a finger into this hole before 
witnesses. This represented ‘‘the giving 
and receiving of a ring.”

For the time being, at any rate, 
Feng will eliminate himself from Chinese 
affairs. It has been brought home to him 
that he needs a holiday, and he proposes 
to travel extensively in the United States 
and Europe. Already he is on his way to 
Peking, where Chiang Kai-shek will greet 
him with every circumstance of Chinese 
courtesy. The terms of the reconciliation 
are creditable to both parties. Feng 
acknowledges the supreme authority of the 
Nanking Government. On the óther hand 
Nanking furnishes Feng with a handsome 
viaticum, and has subscribed £300,000 
towards his armies’ arrears of pay. The 
future management of these armies will 
be a troublesome matter, but the Govern- 
ment has asked Yen Hsi-shan, the 
„model Governor of Shansi, to become 
responsible for: it—to feed and clothe 
Feng’s warriors and to bring them, in 
some measure, under Nanking's control. 
Thus Feng has “saved his face” and the 
country has avoided an expensive war. 
The Nanking Government, now, for the 
first time, master of all China, can devote 
its whole energy to administration, re- 
construction and the encouragement of 
foreign trade, Its revenues will benefit 
greatly by this fortunate turn of affairs; 
indeed, the immediate increase is 
estimated at 27,000, 000 a year. 
Could any Western Governments have 
averted imminent. bloodshed with such 
swift and suave success? China was vrint- 
ing books when our own ancestors ran 
naked, and her very failure, or refusal, 
to acquire the arts of modern warfare is 
proof of her continuing wisdom.

During the coming week some 12,000 
children are expected in Rome as visitors 
from France, Switzerland and Northern 
Africa.

The great cities of 
Europe are more than the émblems of 
nationality: they are the common posses- 
sion of the European race. _ Irishmen 
have a stake in Paris: and Rome, in 
Munich and Seville. What Fascists do 
in the name of Italian patriotism ought 
to be done by other peoples’ in the name 
of the European heritage; and we should 
welcome an organised effort to secure 
that thousands of Irish children 
should have the opportunity to see the 
Thames, the Seine and the Rhine before 
the impressionable years are spent. An 
Irishman rightly regrets his ill fortune 
if he has not set foot in all the four 
provinces of his native island; but let
